I, DAVID G. PARKHURST, hereby declare and state as follows: 



1. I am a partner in the law firm of Fulwider Patton Lee & Utecht, LLP, located at 
Howard Hughes Center, Tenth Floor, 6060 Center Drive, Los Angeles, California 90045. 



2. On March 13, 2001, Stanley Y. Wong telephoned me, and advised me in our 
telephone conversation on that date that he refused to participate in the above noted reissue
